It was 


apparent that a house must be bmned each time roast pork was on the 
bill of tare. 
As I remembe., the story does not cairy the history of this 


affair further, but I assume (hat some marrjrs were saciiflccd before 
any other suggestion as to methods for roasting pork was accepted. 
In 


the meantime, spare-rib came rather high. 


The man who is likelj to become a pe-^iiuist regarding mankind while 


pondering a human histoiy idled with such instances may take unto himself 
consolation in the leflcction that, sooner or latei, reason usually prevails 
over all cerebral iKflrmities excepting incurable insanUj. 


All this leads up to another look at the story of the Chinese, and an 


attempt at application to a certain vaiicty of politician infesting and festering 
the body politic. 


Men l.^e uni advanced far along the line of reasoning faculties since 


the Mongolian's discovery when they still burn down houses to get a mess 
of roast pork. 


Speaker Cannon asserts that a Congressman is the greatest coward 


in America. 
His statement is borne out by the Congressmen themselves 


every time they are whipped in by the Committee on Rules. 
But not only 


are Congressmen afflicted thus, for all public officials appear to suffer in a 
degree; and cowardice blended with hjpocrisy creates that most loathsome 
Of political deformities—the demagogue. 


A little over a year ago, I had occasion to say a few words in these 


pages concerning the demagogue—to defend this reptilian creature from 
certain slighting remarks which those of flippant mind were threatening 
to make and thus damage a leading infant industry in the new State. 
In 


this manner I believe I succeeded in protecting a sufficient number of the 
species here to at least prevent extinction, and in this statement I submit 
in evidence, as Exhibit A, the record of statesmanship in the State since 
that defense appeared. 
Undoubtedly there can be discerned in this record 


a sufficient number of tracks to prove the presence of the genera. 


It has never been thoroughly plain to me why it is that a man who will 


converse rationally and discuss philisophically in private conversation will 
become a fanatic when chosen a member of a legislative or deliberative 
aggregation, but I have known men to butt into public life by taking first 
base on a fumble and immediately become possessed by the idea that they 
were the chosen evangels of the millennium. 
There is not much chance 


for serious argument against the assertion that many men who have become 
inmates of a public office have been sent to the wrong institution. 


Tour effervescent statesman is the dry rot that is infesting our political 


growth. 
Let a reasonable reform become apparently popular and he veers 


around at once to assume its leadership, traveling in a swirl of dust like 
a vaquero heading off a stampede, emitting noises of indescribable horror 
and exuding copious quantities of sudorous effluvia. 
Chances are that 


ere the public learns what the noise is al! about he will be at the head of 
the column with a long tail-feather in bis hatband aad issuing orders through 
the megaphone. 
Thereupon, the public may be led, for a time, by the 


author of maudlin outcries, into th*morass and jungle of fallacy and failure, 
instead of into the light of reform. 
The seed of reformation, be it nev«r 


so healthy, and in the most productive soil, may sprout and spear with 
promise; TOt the plant must withcrln a simoon of hot air proceeding from 
! 


raucous and spumiforous demagogues. 
f 


Passion and prejudice, the twin progenitors of political insaiiHj, (he 


boll-weev.1 of intelligence, are the weapons of irresponsible leadci'hip. 
They are the artillery and side arms of truculent and s*n«juinlvcrous poi'- 
ticians, who strut, stride and gesticulate mound (lie conntij, &eek;.,e to 
overwhelm the public with doltish dogmatism and a <M>"»e ot dcfu <»ry 
rhetoric.

A man who can or will see but one side is a malformation and his election 


.o a public offlcc is a calamitj. 
His caliber decreases in inverse rat'o tt> 


the noise of his oracular dischaigc. 


Suppose the people of Oklahoma, for instance, should uisnly coi5c!»«Je 


to put business principles into operation in their public atfaiis; to co».tsol 
and regulate their business of state as they would their own private matteis; 
(o apply common sense and faliness to administration; to lay a stron«* hand 
upon all seekers after special mnilege whether it be a criminal trust or the 
maicb-bojrowers* union. 
And suppose, Imther, that in order to cairj out 


this policy thej si-ould make it theh business (o nominate and elect in every 
instance men of n-ason instead of rant; of business qualifications instead of ' 
strcpitous verbosity. 
11 hat would become of the pi evalent demagogue? 


What, indeed? 


He must, perforce, take to the chapraial, where the .vanning «o!itwde 


can swallow up hi, output without dlstuibiag the p.ogress of cMIIi/ation. 
I am convinced, even in the darkest horns of oismaj, that tlu time is -OOP 
to come when something besides a thick mat of hair and a wide-rimnu.J 
hat will be evidence of political sagaeitj an,, iatccjaft. 
When that happ} 


hour arrives it will be possible to assemble omselves in peace and obe.v 
that old command: "Come, let us lea&on together." 


Some learned philosophers profess to believe that the American people 


like so well to be gulled that time will be a continued snpicmacy for the 
vaudeville "supc" on our political stage. It's a pessimistic piediction. The 
country has had so much of vaudeviJle polices that nausea cannot be fa' 
off in the uatuial course of human enduiance, and even the galleries are 
exhibiting signs of fatigue. 
The last to learn ot his passing will be the 


stage pla}er himself, who will stalk in before t«« footlights as is his wont 
some fine evening, with tense throttle and intruding chest, to look out 
upon empty chairs and open exits. 
Then the orchestra will play a dirge 


and Richard will loudly psopose to exchange his kingdom for a lop-eared 
burro'. 


A strong con-talk is a good thing in its place, but too much of it is likely 


to bring on ennui, lle of the wide prairies are beginning to have littlfe 
pains in the gastric region as a result of being overdosed with language. 
Fierce and furious fulminattons of political piccadores, mingled with loud, 
piercing shrieks of the octopus, lead the stranger to believe that instead of 
visiting the laud of the Fair God, he is entering the Chamber of Horrors. 
Little wonder that the business interests of this State have become ter- 
rorized, or that men of timorous nature have taken to the brush in a paroxysm 
of fright. 
One Oklahoma politician with a brimming reservoir of language 


and an office in sight can attack some convenient dragon in its lair and stir 
up more blood-curdling, demoniacal din than was dreamed of in the Apoc- 
aljpse. 


It is really frightening—to those who are guided only b;- auricular 


evidence. 
But it is not so alarming to one who has seen a legislator vocif- 


erously voting for a prohibition bill and afterward dickering with a boot- 
legger for a pint o' Bourbon; or has observed another "reformer," who 
supported an anti-gambling bill, toying with little discs in a poker game; 
or has noted a great spell-binder on the anti-trust bill joining an association 
to put up the price of his own cotton. 


The tinrfd need not take wings. 
, 


Chinese do not burn their houses these days, to roast a pig. 
They get ' 


a better roast without disturbing the house at all. But the story ought 
^to be read following every incendiary political harangue handed out in this 
neck o' the woods. 


It really ought.

O\E of the old school readers there was a story of the dis- 
co \ cry of loast pork. 
The honoi, according to the story, 


belongs to a Chinese, who Kept his pigs among otli'cr bric-a- 
brac in the parlor, from which thej were wont to forage into 
the dining room and recuperate iu the reception hail while 
Mrs. Chink was dusting the piano. At a \ery unfortunate 
moment the residence caught lire and was consumed, burning 
strongly enough to roast the porcine inhabitants thereof, 


whicii were found in the debris and ashes, done to a turn. Tlhen Mr. Chink 
arrived and saw the result of the conflagration, he was dismayed; but not 
until he discovered that his pigs had been burned <!id he give way to fits 
of uncontrollable grief. 
Between sobs he reached down with trembling 


hands to touch the-remains with a last loving caress, whereupon his fingers 
were burned. 
Naturally he immersed the scorched digits in his mouth, 


when lo! his palate was plunged in pleasurable sensations. 
Not sure of 


himself he repeated the pciforiiianee, this time with less grief, and noted 
the effect. 
Tlicicupou he fell to, aad, while he canied his hands in ban- 


dages for weeks afterwards, he neaily finished the pig. 
His friends were 


notified of the wonderful discovery and began to set fire to their houses, 
until a conflagration promised to envelop the whole country. 
It was 


apparent that a house must be bmned each time roast porK was on the 
bill of fare. 
As I romcmbci, the story does not cairy the history of this 


affair further, but I as*-i;me that some martjrs were saciiSccd it>e!ore 
any other suggestion as to methods for roasting pork was accepted. 
In 


the meantime, spare-rib came rather high.

All this leads up to another look at the story of the Chinese, and an 


attempt at application to a certain vaiicty of politician infesting and festering 
the body politic.

Mtn l.^ie Kbt advanced far along the line of reasoning faculties since 


the Mongolian's discovery when they still burn down houses to get a mess 
of roast pork. 


Speaker Cannon asserts that a Congressman is t?ie greatest coward 


in America. 
His statement is borne out by the Congressmen themselves, 


every time they are whipped in by the Committee on Rules. 
But not only 


are Congressmen afflicted thus, for all public 'officials appear to suffer in a 
degree; and cowardice blended with hjpocrisy creates that most loathsome 
of political deformities—the demagogue. 


A little over a year ago, I had occasion to say a few words in these 


pages concerning the demagogue—to defend this reptilian creature from 
certain slighting remarks which those of flippant mind were threatening 
to make and thus damage a leading infant industry in the new State. 
In 


this manner I believe I succeeded in protecting a sufficient number of the 
species here to at least prevent extinction, and in this statement I submit 
in evidence, as Exhibit A, the record of statesmanship in the State since 
that defense appeared. 
Undoubtedly there can be discerned in this record 


a sufficient number of tracks to prove the presence of the genera. 


It has never been thoroughly plain to me why it is that a man who will 


converse rationally and discuss philisophically in private conversation will 
become a fanatic when chosen a member of a legislative or deliberative 
aggregation, but I have known men to butt into public life by taking first 
base on a fumble and immediately become possessed by the idea that they 
were the chosen evangels of the millennium. There is not much chance 
for serious argument against the assertion that many men who have become 
inmates of a public office have been sent to the wrong institution. 


Toor effervescent statesman is the dry rot that is infesting our political 


growth. 
Let a reasonable reform become apparently popular and he veers 


around at once to assume its leadership, traveling in a swirl of dust like 
a vaquero heading oft a stampede, emitting noises of indescribable horror 
and exuding copious quantities of sudorous effluvia. 
Chances are that 


ere the public learns what the noise is all about he will be at the head of 
the column with a long tail-feather in his hatband and issuing orders through 
the megaphone. 
Thereupon, the public may be led, for a time, by the 


author of maudlijn outcries, into th*morass and jungle cf fallacy and failure, 
instead of into the light of reform. 
T!ie seed of reformation, be it never 


so healthy, and in the most productive soil, may sprout and spear with 
promise; rot the plant must wither in a simoon of hot air proceeding from 
raucous and spumiforous demagogues. 


Passion and prejudice, the twin progenitors of political insanity, (lie 


boll-weevil of intelligence, are the weapons of irresponsible leadcf-hip. 
They are the artiHery and side arms of truculent and sa-nguinivcrous poli- 
ticians, who strut, stride and gesticulate aiound (lie cmmdj, secKI.is to 
overwhelm the public with doltish dogmatism and a £<l>'ge ot dctu ory 
rhetoric.

themselves. 


A man who can or will see but one side is a malformation and his 


to a public office is a calamity. 
His caliber decreases in inverse ratio rl> 


the noise of his oracular dischaigc. 


Suppose the people of Oklahoma, for instance, should fti inly conclude 


to put business principles into operation in their public affaiis; to cosst;ol 
and regulate their business of state as they would their own private maU«s; 
to apply common sense and faiinc-ss to a&'mii.islrafion; to lay a strong band 
upon all seekers after special Biiulege whether it be a triininui trust or the 
match-bo» rowers,* union. 
And suppose, twiner, that in order to cairj out 


this policy thej si'ould make it theii business to nominate and elect in every 
instance men of it-ason instead of rant; of business qualifications instead of 
strcpitous verbosity. 
What would become of the pievalent demagogue? 


What, indeed? 


He must, perforce, take to the chapfaial, where the jawning «olitwde 


can swallow up hi» output without dlstmbing the piogress of cltili/atlon. 
I am convinced, even in the darkest honis of tiisnmj, that tlu time is *-OOK 
to come when something bpsides a thick mat of hair and a wide-rimnu.] 
hat will be evidence of political sagaettj an*_ Jatec:al't. 
When (hat happj 


hour arrives, it will be possible to assemble out selves, in peace and oS>es 
that old command: "Come, let us lea&oi together." 


Some learned philosophers profess to believe that the American people 


like so well to be gulled that time will be a continued supicmacy for tlie 
vaudeville "sunc" on our p^iitical stage. It's a pessimistic picdiction. The 
country has had so mucli of vaudeviile politics that nausea cannot be far 
off in the ualuial course of human enduiance, and even the galleries are 
exhibiting signs of fatigue. 
The last to learn oi his passing will be the 


stage player himself, who will stalk in before <h"> *oot!ights as is his wont 
some fine evening, with tense throttle and protruding chest, to look out 
upon empty chairs and open exits. 
Then the orchestra will play a dirge 


and Richard will loudly psopose to exchange his kingdom for a lop-eared 
burro'. 


A strong con-talk is a good thing in its place, but too much of it is likely 


to bring on ennui. 
Vie of the wide prairies are beginning to have littlfe 


pains in the gastric region as a result of being overdosed with language. 
Fierce and furious fulmiaations of political piccadores, mingled with loud, 
piercing shrieks of the octopus, lead the stranger to believe that instead of 
visiting the laud of the Fair God, he is entering the Chamber of Horrors. 
Little wonder that the business interests of this State have become ter- 
rorized, or that men of timorous nature have taken to the brush in a paroxysm 
of fright. 
One Oklahoma politician with a brimming reservoir of language 


and an office in sight can attack some convenient dragon in its lair and stir 
up more blood-curdling, demoniacal din than was dreamed of in the Apoc- 
al> pse. 


It is really frightening—to those who are guided only by auricular 


evidence. 
But it is not so alarming to one who has seen a legislator vocif- 


erously voting for a prohibition bill and afterward dickering with a boot- 
legger for a pint o' Bourbon; or has observed another "reformer," who 
supported an anti-gambling bill, toying with little discs in a poker game; 
or has noted a great spell-hinder on the anti-trust bill joining an association 
to pot up the price of his own cotton. 


The timid need not take wings. 


Chinese do not burn their houses these days, to ro.ast a pig. 
They get '

But the story ought 


"to be read following every incendiary political harangue handed out in this 
neck o' the woods.
